WASHINGTON (AP) - Ap p a­ 
lachian gov ernors hop ed their 
meeting with Presid ent Nix on 
tod ay wou ld p ersu ad e the chief 
ex ecu tiv e to u se their u niqu e 
13-state red ev elop ment p rogram 
as the cornerstone of his “new 
fed eralism.” 


The gov ernors requ ested the 
p riv ate 3Va-hou r meeting in 
Lou sv ille, Ky ., so the Presid ent 
cou ld hear first-hand their p ro­ 
p osal to u se the concep t of the 
Ap p alachian R ^onal Commis­ 
sion. 


Nix on has p led ged to create a 
new p artnership in fed eral-state 
relations by ap p rov ing block 
grants with no strings attached . 
The id ea has been on the d raw­ 
ing board s for some time. 
The Presid ent p lanned to fly 
to Cincinnati after the meeting 
to attend the all-star baseball 
game. 
The Ap p alachian gov ernors’ 
ap p eal is based on “the notion 
that sep arate lev els of gov ern­ 
ment can’t go their sep arate 
way s and that some ty p e of p o­ 
litical instru ment will hav e to 
be set u p in fed eral-aid p ro­ 
grams,” said Ralp h Wid ner, ex ­ 
ecu tiv e d irector of the commis­ 
sion. 


It hinges on d ev elop ing sev w- 
al regional commissions with a 
national scop e to ap p orUon fed ­ 
eral aid accord ing to locally 
p lanned iwojects. 
Wid ner said the gov ernors 
thou ght the naUonal commission 
concep t shou ld p articu larly ap ­ 
p ly to u rban growth p olicies and 
p roblems of the env ironment. 
The commission, in ex istence 
since 1965 , ap p rov es fed eral 
grants only after the states and 
local gov ernments hav e su bmit­ 
ted d etailed p lans to d ev elop a 
region. 
The gov ernors beUev e the 
concep t has work ed in starting 
Ap p alachia, one of the p oorest 
regions in the cou n^, back on 
the road to economic recov ery . 
They p oint to cities and cou n­ 
ties that hav e band ed together 
to form local d ev elop ment d is­ 
tricts to mak e p lans for fed eral 
aid p rojects.

PHNOM PENH, Cambod ia 
(AP) — Cambod ian infantry ­ 
men fou ght their way u p the 
ju ngled slop es of Mt. Kiri Rom 
Mond ay afternoon and recap ­ 
tu red k ey p arts of the resort 
area 50 mi es west of Phnom 
Penh, a military sp ok esman re­ 
p orted tod ay . 
Fighting continu ed on the 
mou ntain tod ay , and the Cam­ 
bod ian command rep orted an­ 
other force of abou t 1,000 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese 
smashed into a battalion head ­ 
qu arters 25 miles sou th of Kiri 
Rom.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Nearly 109 y ears 
after the blood y battle of Wilson’s Cred c raged 
ov er a Missou ri mead ow, a congressman and 
the National Park Serv ice hav e refou ght the 
engagement in a Cap itol Hill hearing room. 
The loser this time may hav e been history . 
The new fight op ened Mond ay when 
Missou ri Rep . Du rward G. Hall told a Hou se 
su bcommittee the original battle, fou ght Au g. 
10,18 61, was a Union v ictory . 
“This battle... was the first great d efeat for 
the confed eracy and d ep riv ed the Sou thern 
cau se of Missou ri’s food su p p lies, minerals, 
arsenal 
and 
ind u stry ,” 
the Rep u blican 
congressman said while testify ing in fav or of 
d esignating 
Wilson’s 
Creek 
a 
national 
battlefield . 
Bu t George Hartzog, National Park Serv ice 
d irector who also su p p orted the p rop osal, 
cou nter-attack ed : “The Union forces... were 
d efeated , and as a resu lt the Confed erates 
ad v anced throu gh a large p art of Missou ri.” 
History ap p ears to stand with Hartz(^. The 
stand ard Civ il War tex ts d escribe Wilson’s 
Creek as a significant Northern d efeat, one 
that left the Union stu nned and withou t one of 
its most cap able generals. 
The battle began when 
5,4(X) Union troop s 
command ed by Gen. Nathaniel Ly on staged a 
su rp rise early -morning attack on some 10,0(K) 


Confed erates camp ed near Wibon’s Oeek in 
the v icinity of Sp ringfield . 
After fiv e hou rs of bitter fighting, the Union 
forces p u lled back , hav ing su ffered 944 
casu alties, inclu d ing Gen. Ly on, fatally shot in 
the chest. The Sou th lost 1,157 d ead or 
wou nd ed . 
Accord ing to one p rominent Civ il War 
historian, the ou tcome of Wibon’s Oeek left 
most of Sou thern Missou ri u nd er secessionbt 
control u ntil the following March when the 
Union scored a smashing v ictory at Pea Rid ge, 
d riv ing the Confed erates from the state. 
When ask ed after the hearing abou t the 
d iscrep ancy , a Park Serv ice sp ok esman said : 
“We insbt the Sou th won. When the battle was 
ov er. Union troop s had fallen back 120 miles to 
RoUa, Mo.” 


Bu t Hall’s aid e p ointed to a Park Serv ice’s 
p amp hlet 
as 
au thOTity 
for calling 
the 
Northerners v ictors. 


The qu oted p amp hlet: 
“At the battle of Wibon’s Creek the State of 
MisscMiri—rich in food su p p lies, in minerab, 
and in ind u stry , and in all the resou rces so 
swely need ed by the Sou th — was lost to the 
Confed eracy . Thb was the first great d efeat of 
the Sou thern cau se, and , in the end , p rov ed 
faUl.”

BELFAST. Northern Ireland 
(AP) — The absence of v iolence 
during Northern Ireland's huge 
annual Protestant celebration 
Mor.'^-'y was attributed today to 
the massiv e turnout of police 
and British troops and a plea 
for restrain from Pronier Jack 
Lynch of the Irish Republic. 
As the bands and lodges of the 
Protestant Orange Order drifted 
home early today, only one sig­ 
nificant incident was reported. 
An explosion started a fire in an 
empty hotel in Belfast, and po­ 
lice said it was caused by an ar­ 
sonist’s incendiary bomb. No 
one was hurt. 
More than ^,000 trcKips and 
police lined the parade routes as 
40.000 
Orangemen 
marched 
through Belfast and another 
60.000 trudged through 16 other 
cities, all celebrating the defeat 
in 1690 of James II’s Roman 
Catholic troops by William of 
Orange’s Protestants at the Bat­ 
tle of the Boyne. 
The annual parades, hated by 
Northern Ireland’s Catholic mi­ 
nority as drum-beating asser­ 
tions of Protestant dixnination, 
were widely exp^ted to giv e 
fresh impetus to v iolence which 
has taken 14 liv es in the past 
three weeks. But the peace was 
kept. 
Along with the tight security , 
credit also was giv en to Lynch’s 
appeal last week for order. 
Ncxthw-n Ireland’s deputy pre­ 
mier, Brian Faulkner, praised 
Lynch’s speech and said the 
calm which followed was a v ic- 
t(xy for common sense.

against optimism. 
"Anybody who wanted to start 
something could pick better 
times than when the entire secu­ 
rity forces are on the alert and 
waiting," one said.

On the F ou rth of Ju ly, a young m an (22) this reporter 
knows found him self in the m iddle of beard ed activist 
d e m onstra tors by the reflecting pool off the Lincoln M e­ 
m orial in W ashington. D C. 
T his w as an accident. He w as not pa rt of that dem on­ 
stration. He w as sym pathetic w ith the police—and w ith the 
m essage th a t the Rev. Billy G rah am w as bringing to the 
thousands th ere for H onor A m erica Day. 
Y et. he says, th a t when the b eard ed , b arech ested " a n ti" 
group overtu rned one of the huge m obile search ligh ts and 
tipped it into the reflecting pool, and ch anted th eir ob- 
scentities and slogans, "I found m yself caught up. I w as a 
pa rt of it. 1 clapped and shouted approval 
And so did 
people around m e, young and old, m any in conservative 
clothes 
"I found m yself shouting ‘pig’ at the police, and som e 
other things I don’t like to re m e m b e r.” he said. 
“I found 
m yself a pa rt of the m ob. The violence reached m e and 
stirre d m e up.” 
A fter it w as all over and this young m an had w alked 
aw ay from the scene, he says th a t he began to be asham ed 
of w hat he had done. 
He w ent back and found a police captain and apologized 
By c ontra st, at anoth er tim e during the celebration he 
found him self "w ithin 10 fe e t” of Billy G rah am . "I took 
a good look at the others crow ding around him —looking at 
him w ith som e sort of aw e and ad m iration. A lot of them 
w ore long hair. He seem s to give them and m e som ething 
we don’t get other places. 
“ W hen the rain cam e on.” he continued, 
“quite a few 
people gath ered under som e of the tre e s ne a r the w ar 
m em orial. T here w as a group holding a sort of open 
m a riju a n a pa rty. They w ere passing the stuff around to 
anyone who w anted to have som e T here w ere nu m b ers of 
older people—w ell-dressed—who said th e y’d never sm oked 
m a riju a n a before and thought th e y’d try it to see w hat it 
w as like. T hey w e re n’t hippies or bearded. I d id n’t w ant 
any pa rt of it. It seem ed to m e strange w hat these people 
w ere doing. But m aybe they w ere caught up as I was 
caught up in the d em on stra tion .” 
Now it is nothing new th at people get c a rrie d aw av in 
d em onstrations. H itler found this out and used it effec­ 
tively. So did a score of oth er revolutionaries. But w hat is 
stra nge is th a t in all the dem onstrations this re porte r has 
read about, seen analyzed and "e xpla ine d ,” little studv 
apparently has been m ade as to how m any of those who 
pa rtic ipa te in college and stre e t dem onstrations a re "w ith ” 
the d em onstrations—and how m any a re those caught up 
em otionally in the excitem ent of the m om ent or of the 
tim es.
